Note.—TuErE are so few official books and papers extant, containing any account of the rise 
and progress of the Colony, that I have deemed it advisable to depart from the usual form 
of classing each subject under a separate Table, but have divided the account into statements of 
the population, agricultural operations, wages, prices of provisions, stock, &c.—with notes of 
any remarkable event happening in each year. 


1804. 


February 19. Governor Collins landed in Sullivan’s Cove from Port Phillip, with a 
party of Marines and Convicts; and on the 20th February issued his first Garrison Order 
in Tasmania. , 

It appears that the ship Ocean sailed from Port Phillip on the 27th January, 1804, 
that being the date of the last Garrison Order issued by Colonel Collins, and which is 
headed, “General Orders, ship Ocean, Port Phillip, 27th January, 1804.” In a Garrison 
Order, dated Port Philip, 31st December, 1803, Colonel Collins, in ordering the loading of 
the ship Ocean to be continued by all hands on the Sunday, stated “that it has never been 
his wish to make the Sabbath any other than a day of devotion and rest, but circumstances 
compel him to employ it in labour. In this the whole are concerned, since the sooner we 
are enabled to leave this unpromising and unproductive country, the sooner shall we be able 
to reap the advantages and enjoy the comforts of a more fertile spot.” He goes on to 
say :—‘‘ He cannot but pity the delusion which some of the Prisoners labour under, in 
thinking that they can exist when deprived of the assistance of Government: their 
madness will be manifest to themselves when they shall feel, too late, that they have 
wrought their own ruin. After those who have absconded he shall make no further 
search, confident that they must soon return, or perish by famine.” 

(These runaways were Bucxuey and his party, of whom the former was discovered 
alive among the Aborigines in 1836, after a period of 32 years.) 

The Marines landed in Tasmania were:—1 Subaltern, 1 Sergeant, 2 Corporals, 1 
Drummer, and 20 Privates. 

The Reverend Mr. Knopwood, Chaplain; Mr. Bowden, Assistant Surgeon ; 
G. P. Harris, Surveyor; A. W. H. Humphrey, Mineralogist, were also landed in 
February, 1804. 

VESSELS ARRIVED.—One. 

Rattons.—The rations issued to all the people were as follows :—Beef, 7 lbs., or 
pork, 4Ibs.; flour, 7 Ibs. ; sugar, 6 ozs.—per week. 

To women, two-thirds; children above five years, half ration ; infants, quarter ration ; 
and the rations were issued on Tuesdays and Saturdays. 

The Soldiers were each allowed half a pint of rum daily. 

The rations of Convicts who did not attend Divine service were stopped. 


Waces.—Convicts were lent out at 2s. Gd. a day if labourers, or 3s. 6d. a day if 
mechanics ; while 10s. an acre was charged for reaping wheat by the Convicts.

Prices or Provistons.—Kangaroo meat taken into the Commissariat Store (or 
tent) at 8d. per pound,—the Commissary’s tent being pitched on Hunter’s Island (now 
the Old Wharf).

Scurvy existed in the Settlement. 
A Garrison Order was issued that no fires were to be kept up after 9 p.m. 
Foreigners not allowed to become Settlers without permission. 


May 3, 1804.—First hostile collision between the Settlers and the Aborigines: as 
many as 50 of the latter killed.

Provisions became very scarce, so much so that the Rations issued to the Settlers, 
Troops, and Convicts were as follows :—

Hospital.

Hospital ; and also at Risdon, where 40 or 50 were killed.

Settlers allowed to pay their debts to the Crown in wheat, at 15s. a bushel; maize 
at 10s. a bushel. 

Rattons, as follows :-—Beef, 7 Ibs. or Pork 4 Ibs. ; flour 4 Ibs.; maize 10 Ibs.; ditto 
in lieu of sugar, 2 lbs.—per week. 

In July all the wheat and maize was gone, so 12 Ibs. of barley was issued. 

In August the beef and pork were expended, so kangaroo meat was issued instead. 

In October the barley was all gone, so 13 Ib. a week of rice was issued instead. 

Prices or Propuce:—Wheat, 21s. a bushel; barley, 15s. ditto; maize, 10s. ditto : 
potatoes, 4d. per Ib. 

Prices :—Pork, 1s. 9d. per Ib.; kangaroo, 1s. ditto. 

1 Vessel arrived—1 sailed: tonnage not stated. 

Slop clothing issued to the Settlers. 

Cargo of Sugar arrived from Bengal, and issued to all persons in June. 


Persons leaving the Colony ordered to give ten days’ notice of their intention to 
do so. 


1809. 


The Records of the Colony for this year are all lost, with the exception of one 
Garrison Order Book. 

In 1835, the compiler, being a witness in a case before the Land. Commissioners, 
heard Mr. M., who was once a Convict Clerk in the Secretary’s Office, give the following 
evidence :— 

“That he was aware that on the night of Governor Collins’s death, 24th March, 
1810, Mr. and Mr. (names given by Mr. M.), went over to Government 
House, and in the Governor’s Office, for purposes best known to themselves, destroyed 
all the Official Documents by fire.” 

His evidence has some weight from the fact that no book, with the above exception, 
no newspaper nor document, of the year 1809, can be found among the Official Records 
of the Colony.

Sydney. 

6th December.—All communication with the Porpoise forbidden by Garrison Order. 

11th December.—The Queue ordered to be cut off the soldiers’ heads.

Crvit Court, called the Lieutenant-Governor’s Court, consisting of Deputy Judge 
Advocate Abbott and two respectable inhabitants appointed by the Governor from time 
to time. No appeal from its decision, which in money cases was limited to £50. All 
higher or criminal cases sent to Sydney for trial.
